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With re to newly presented claims 12 and 13, applicants specification implies that polar 
means more polar than a polyolefin and therefore it is not clear how claims 12 and 13 
can be said to further limit the dependent claims and entry of applicants amendment 
would therefore require further consideration. In any case, given applicants discussion 
in their specification it is assumed that "polar" means more polar than a polyolefin. Such 
a definition is the broadest one reasonably possible which is consistent with that used in 
the art and consistent with applicants specification. The rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 
second paragraph is accordingly withdrawn. 

With re to claims 1-3, applicants remarks pertain to their after FINAL amendment which 
was not entered. However, had applicants after FINAL amendment been entered 
Matyjaszewski and Wunsch would appear to no longer to stand by themselves or in 
view of the art currently relied upon but further search' would be needed to determine if 
the instant claims would be rendered obvious in view of the prior art. 
Applicants newly presented claims 1-4 would not have been anticipated by the 
Kennedy references were these claims entered and the same can be said for claims 1-3 
and the Kennedy references. With re to claim 4, this claim would also not be anticipated 
by the Kennedy references except for the presence of "carboxylic anhydride" residue as 
choice for applicants multifunctional compound in that the residue (acyl) resulting from 
reaction of ester (such as are taught by Janssen) and anhydride functionality are 
identical.
